Dr. Elizabeth W. Baker, 77, of 
Dallas, retired college instructor 
and author of school textbooks, was 
killed about 3:30 p.m. Tuesday in 
an auto accident on Highway 67 
near Fulton. 


Investigating

Police said the woman, traveling 
alone, tried to pass a truck-load 
of Mexican laborers, sideswiped the 
truck in trying to dodge an oncom- 
ing truck, lost control of her auto 
and plunged off a 15-foot embank- 
ment. 


In its plunge off. the highway the 


car traveled some 90 feet, officers 
said. Death was almost instantly 
as she was partly decapitated when 
caught in a door of the auto.

Free Hand to 
Deal in Asm,

Dulles made the proposal at a 


secret meeting of the House For- 
eign Affairs committee late yester- 
day. According to insiders, he sug- 
gested that the money be approved 
n such a way that it is not limited 
:o Indochina nor necessarily fun- 
nelled through France. v 


The administration has asked for 


more than $1,000,000,000 to finance 
the, anti-Communist fight in Indo- 
china in the year beginning July 1. 
Under the present bill, five-sixths 
of this would be handled through 
France." 


Dulles' proposal was an obvious 


effort to cut away the strings so 
the money can be used to best ad- 
vantage in thefast-movin g effort 
to stem the Red

in Asia.

"This emo- 
tional upset may 
cause 
his 


temperature' to rise. The psy- 
chiatrists 
refer 
to 
this 
as 


school fever." 


Even chewing can make jun- 


iors 
temperature rise 
above 


the 98.6 mark. He said a per- 
fectly normal child may have 
a temperature of 100 or 101 
degrees "just • from 
exercise 


itself." 


This includes bubble 
gum 


chewing. 


The thing to do, Dr. Taylor 


advised, is not to rear a child 
by relying on the thermome- 
ter to toll when danger is at 
hand. 


"Too often 
they 
feel 
the 


temperature should be stuck 
at that little red arrow. It is 
normal to vary. A child may 
go for weeks or months with 
an afternoon elevation ot tem- 
perature. Sure it is up. 
But 


that's thcwa y you keep warm 
— by exercise. Let the child 
rest 30 to 45 minutes and then 
take his temperature."

New Deal left off. To unite a new 
political majority for 1954 and 1956 
requires recognition that the two- 
party system remains the

majority of the American people 
now express themselves in poli- 
tics. 


Under these circumstances the 


decisive suctions of organized 
la- 


bor, 
without which a mass third 


party is impossible, will first
